Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16, 18-26, 31, 32, 34-38, 40, and 41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein the first electrode is a zigzag-shaped planar 
electrode" in combination with the reaming claim elements of claim 16. The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein the planar conductive polymer layer has a first 
side extending in the longitudinal direction and a second side extending in the 
longitudinal direction; wherein the first electrode comprises a plurality of band-like 
portions, wherein the at least one link portion is a plurality of link portions, wherein the 
plurality of link portions connect adjacent band-like portions, and wherein the plurality of 
link portions alternate between being disposed on the first side and the second side 
such that the band-like portions and the link portions cumulatively form a zigzag pattern" 
in combination with the remaining claim elements of claim 26. The prior art does not 
disclose or suggest "wherein the planar conductive polymer layer has a first side 
extending in the longitudinal direction and a second side extending in the longitudinal 
direction; wherein the at least one band-like portion is a plurality of band-like portions, 
wherein the at least one link portion is a plurality of link portions, wherein the plurality of 
link portions connect adjacent band-like portions, and wherein the plurality of link 
portions alternate between being disposed on the first side and the second side such 
that the band like portions and the link portions cumulatively form a zigzag pattern" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements of claim 33
